Congo: Lissouba Blames Strike on Dearth of ‘Free 
Enterprise Culture’

Congolese President Pascal Lissouba today deplored 
the recent strike in four public enterprises earmarked 
for privatizauon and condemned those who still cling 
to “the all-out state control system" inherited from the 
days of single-party rule. In a speech broadcast on the 
radio, he stressed the importance of “economic reforms" 
following the accord signed last December with the 
IMF on a three-year structural adjustment program. 
According to Lissouba, the labor “unrest” is unjustified, 
since the program will be “implemented in conjunction 
with the industrial partners with regard to the social 
costs’ approval phase of the privatization exercise.” 


On 20 January the labor unions embarked on a strike, 
which ended today, in four out of six enterprises in 
order to protest the government's decision to privatize 
the enterprises. Accusing government officials of having 
misinterpreted the current reforms, President Lissouba 
attributed this to "a lack of the free enterprise culture,” 
and to the “adverse effects of the culture, which go with 
the ‘all-out state contre! system.” These adverse effects, 
he added, still influence many of our seniors officers, 
who wrongly see the economic recovery measures as a 
punishment tor our people.” 


“Our aim is to correct the reminiscences of the party- 
state system through reforms implemented with the 
IMF,” Mr. Lissouba added, pointing out that the ad- 
justment program concluded with the Fund constitutes 
“a strong signal of the profound and lasting character of 
the reforms.” Scheduled to run from 1996 to 1998, this 
program aims in particular at injecting sanity into the 
state's finances, privatizing public enterprises, restruc- 
turing the social security fund, and reorganizing the in- 
surance system, 


Congo: Striking Civil Servants Seek New 
Government Talks

place in Congo between the government and the civil 
servant unions. The umions started strike action in state 
companies in order to protest against the government's 
privatization program of these companies. For its part, 
the authorities denounced the strike action, which it 
described as illegal, and went even further yesterday 
by detaining four officials of the postal union for 
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questioning. Here is a response from Andre Beloussa, 
the secretary general of the postal union, who was 
interviewed by Alain Shungu: 


[Begin Beloussa recording] We have not been acting 
secretly. Every time we have expressed ourselves, we 
have addressed letters to political figures of this country, 
in particular, the prime minister. We have always opted 
for dialogue as soon as we give a strike notice. As soon 
as the government began the talks, we suspended the 
threat of strike action. We resumed the strike because 
the government stopped the talks. All we want is to 
resume talks with the government. [end recording]

firms the decision that was previously made and an- 
nounced ordering the dismissal or sacking of all em- 
ployees and executives of parastatals slated for privati- 
zation, who absented themselves from their workplaces 
without valid motives on 22 January or possibly the fol- 
lowing days despite the pressing appeal made to them. 
The decision, which managers of the enterprises in ques- 
tion should consider as binding on them without any 
other procedure, should be viewed as one that cannot 
be evaded. This is because the strike, which actually 
began on 19 January, was not only illegal and violent, 
but also politically motivated. 


In the government's view, strikes are and will remain a 
means of expressing labor discontent within enterprises 
— that is between management and labor unions — and 
should be understood as such. Anything short of this will 
not be tolerated. Labor unions must refrain from using 
Strikes as a weapon to manipulate public opinion and 
(0 jeopardize national institutions. They must also avoid 
leveling serious accusations against the government that 
are likely to erode state authority by insulting the head 
of state as well as Committing mistakes and offenses 
considered as a threat to state security. 


The state, which owns the enterprises, has appointed 
representatives to head them as managers with prerog- 
atives, as well as administrative, steering, and manage- 
ment authority, as provided for by the law. Any attitude 
that consists in making the government a labor tnbunal 
or a labor inspectorate is outdated. In our country, work- 
ers are protected by the law, and the right to strike is 
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recognized. All labor unions are asked to do 1s to stop 
confusing their legiumate might to strike with unjustified 
and illegal strikes planned only to disrupt law and order 
and to threaten insutuuons. 


It is in this context that one should understand the 
government’s rigorous attitude. The state, which is 
a public authority, will preserve social order, and 
guarantee the proper implementation of the procedures 
for setting labor disputes. Therefore, labor unions 
must make a clear distincuon between their duties and 
interests so as to make prevail justice and to ensure 
social peace in the interest of all.

[FBIS Translated Text] We now turn to our guest, 
Rwandan Foreign Minister Anastase Gasana, who dis- 
cusses the question of Rwandan retugees with Mohamed 
Yessoufou Saliou. So tar as the Rwandan foreign min- 
ister is concerned, the necessary conditions have been 
created in Rwanda to allow tor the return of refugees. 


[Gasana] One can indeed rest assured that perhaps 
Rwandan or Burundian refugees are leaving for Tan- 
zamia. As you know, we surely do have refugees in the 
neighboring countries Burundi, Tanzania, and Zaire 
— and many of them have already returned to Rwanda. 
Many Rwandan retugees have returned home trom Bu- 
mundi. 


Nonetheless, we stll have a number of Rwandan 
refugees there, even though these refugees may be a bit 
special, as | said earlier. Some of them are refugees, but 
there are also fugitives and criminals among them. In 
fact, 11s common knowledge that the fugitives in their 
midst are holding the refugees hostage, and preventing 
them from returning home. These people are probably 
the ones who committed genocide and massacres betore 
fleeing to the neighboring countries, and who do not 
want to return to Rwanda for fear of having to face the 
law. They prefer, therefore, to remain in the neighboring 
countries, or to move from one country to another. 


As I said earlier these refugees are normal refugees of 
civil conflicts. These people flee the fighting but once 
the war is over, these refugees return to their countries of 
origin and regions. In the case of Rwanda, we are talking 
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of people who became refugees following a conspiracy 
of genocide in which people took up machetes, clubs, 
and anything they found on their way to kill anyone who 
was a Tutsi or a Hutu opposition member. So there are 
fugitives and criminals among those who do not want to 
return home, and who are holding the refugees hostage 
to prevent them from coming home. 


Itis not always easy for a navional unity government like 
ours — which was formed a year ago — to manage 
and to rule a country which ts just emerging from a 
catastrophe like the large-scale genocide and massacres 
that took place in Rwanda. The social and political 
management of the country 1s not an easy task for the 
government, but the government 1s doing its utmost to 
ensure the sound management of the country 


We believe that the government did its best to protect 
the people and, as 1 was just saying, there are 6 million 
of us in our country. Indeed, the people are well 
protected throughout the country. At one stage, there 
were a few problems of people trying to take reprisals, 
but the government acted in concert to put an end to 
this kind of lawlessness. It succeeded in halting the acts 
of vengeance. This problem did crop up, and it was 
difficult handling such a delicate situation in the post- 
genocide and post-massacre period, bul the government 
largely succeeded in getting the situation under control, 
and I really believe that the statements by Mr. (Francois 
Mongitu) [not further identified) in 1996... [pauses] | 
believe these statements are quite baseless 


[Sahou}] What about the congestion problem at the 
Kigali prisons? 


[Gasana] There, too, it is not the present government 
of national unity — it is not our government that 
planned and executed the genocide and massacres. We 
are not the ones who planned that. Those who planned 
the genocide and massacres probably torgot to also 
make adequate provision for the prisons, because they 
never thought that in 1995-1996 there would be so many 
people involved in the genocide and massacres 


The Rwandan prisons were built way back in the days 
of Belgian colonization, and these prisons have been 
overwhelmed by the problem, by the tragic situation 
Many people got themselves involved in the genocide 
and massacres, and so this is a problem which the 
government is addressing. The government needs the 
assistance of the international community to resolve the 
issuc, and to decongest the prisons. The government 
has managed to identify and to locate a number ot 
abandoned buildings which we are now rehabilitating 
for use as makeshift or transit prisons, and we are 
in the process of transferring some prisoners to these 
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temporary detention centers which are gradually being 
set up. 


[Saliou] For some days now, the International Tribunal 
for Rwanda [ITR] has been hearing trom some of the 
vicums of the genocide. Do you approve of this ap- 
proach which aims to bring out all t! e facts concerning 
the genocide? 


{Gasana] Absolutely, we do. The in ernational tnbunal 
has our full support. As you know, we - - the Rwandan 
Government — requested that the ITR be ‘nstituted by 
the United Nations to work on the genocice affair in 
a transparent atmosphere, and to proceed vith the tral 
of the perpetrators of the genocide and nNassacres in 
Rwanda. This explains why we are work ng hand in 
hand with the ITR to ensure that all the facts concerning 
the large-scale genocide are brought to light, so that 
those who planned these massacres around 1992-1994 
and executed them in 1994 may be punished by the 
international community.

Sylvestre Banzubaze said yesterday that an attack took 
place at Mugano camp betore 15,000 Rwandan Hutu 
refugees fled to Tanzania on 17 January. According to 
the Burundian interior minister, this massive departure 
of Rwandan refugees was prepared beforehand. The 
refugees, on their part, said on arrival in Tanzania 
that soldiers of the Burudian Army opened fire on the 
camp killing 20 retugees. [tis believed that the 17,000 
or so Rwandan retugees tron the Ntamba camp, who 
were refused entry by the Tanzanian authorities on 2] 
January, may have fled fearing a similar attack. This 
situation again raises the issue of the return of Rwandan 
refugees to their country.

[Begin recording] [Bedtord] The immediate reason was 
that two trends died in the weeks after Chr stmas, and 
1 decided that when people | had known and been 
working with were being killed in accidents or perhaps 
worse, well, | felt it was time to get out. | had seen a 
lot in Rwanda, and lots of agony I did not really want 
to see, and it was time to move on 


[Ohene] Were you beginning to feel personally at risk? 


[Bedtord] At umes dunng my stay there I felt personally 
at risk. Most recently | have been working tor the 
United Nations, and one would not consider onself at 
risk working for the world body, but for journalists in 
general in Rwanda, life is not easy. It as better than 
in neighboring Burundi, where people find it nearly 
impossible to work, but Rwanda is not a happy place 
A million people have died there, and itis unrealistic 
to expect that sort of trauma to be quickly overcome, | 
mean, in the West, one has a very short attention span 
and you know, Rwanda has left the headlines, people 
can't care about it so much, but the damage to the 
country wall last a lot longer than our attention span 


[Ohene}] So what is it like really now in Rwanda’? What 
ist like? 


[Bedford] A lot of people live ina lot of fear. Kigali, the 
capital, is perhaps an unrealistic city. Its predominantly 
Tutsi in a country which is predominantiy Hutu The 
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countryside, there are a lot of people who live in a lot 
of fear, and that fear increases as the prospect of a UN 
withdrawal comes ~!oser. A lot of UN people are told: 
Please don’t leave ui please don't leave us; we going 
to get arrested, we g¢...ag to get killed. That, perhaps, 
is a little bit pessimistic, but a lot of people do die in 
Rwanda. A lot of people are being arrested on suspicion 
of committing genocide. The rates of arrest have risen 
rapidly over the past three weeks. From 800 or so in 
the summer, it went down to about 300 a week, but 
now it has gone up to close to 1,000 a week. There ze 
Close to 70,000 people in Rwanda’s prisons. Regardless 
of the horrific overcrowding that is a huge number of 
people, given that those who were supposedly primarily 
responsible for the genocide are in camps outside the 
country. 


{Ohene] You know, Julian when | spoke to you some 
time ago — you had just gone to Rwanda — you were 
full of enthusiasm, you were full of idealism, as it were, 
that something tragic had happened in this country, you 
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should be there. You felt you had work to do there. 
Has it all dissipated, or is it just that you have become 
exhausted now? 


[Bedford] It is a bit of both. Certainly, during the 
genocide and civil war I got quite close to a number 
of people in the RPF, the Rwandan Patriotic Front, and 
speaking to them they seemed to have the right ideas of 
how to heal the country’s wounds. They came to power 
in July 1994, and few of the things they said they would 
do to try and repair Rwanda have been effected in the 
past 18 months. That as much as anything else depressed 
me, because in private conversations they said: Yes, 
we know what is wrong, we know what to avoid. This 
is what we are doing to try and stop this happening 
again. That has not happened, and the ethnic tension, he 
discord between Hutus and Tutsis — which decreased 
for a while in late 1994 and early 1995 — has now 
spiraled out of control, and there is great fear between 
both tribes. [end recording]

In their message the men say the situation at the border 
is now calm, despite isolated incidents which do not 
constitute a threat to peace, and that the defense forces 
have been seni to Manyovwu in Kasulu District, and 
Mamba in Kibondo District. The message says that 
other contingents are expected to be sent to Mnyama 
village, Kasulu District, and Nyarunga, Kibondo District 
in order to strengthen defense and security on the border. 


The servicemen also propose that citizens be made 
aware of the importance of not welcoming and protect- 
ing refugees in their homes. General Robert Mboma, 
the chief of the TPDF, assured members of the TPDF 
that the Burundi Army has no intention o° engaging in 
a battle with them, but that problems are being created 
by those opposed to Burundi.

Herzog has praised Uganda's political stability and rec- 
ommended the imitation of the pluralist democratic sys- 
tem of the West. During a meeting with Ugandan Pres- 
ident Yoweri Museveni at the model farm of Kwakitura 
yesterday, Herzog described the relations between Ger- 
many and Uganda as problem-free. According to diplo- 
mats, he assured the Ugandan leadership that “Germany 
has not forgotten and will not forget Africa.” 


President Museveni called on the German economy to 
invest more in his country. President Herzog concurred 
and stressed that “Uganda has developed into a swong- 
hold of peace in this crisis-shaken region of Africa.” His 
visit should also underline that the preconditions for in- 
vestments exist In Uganda. Herzog stated. 


Referring to the political situation in Uganda, Herzog 
pointed out: “So far I have not seen a mode! that is better 
suited to overcome the problems of a modern society 
than Western-style pluralist democracy —- in spite of 
all the difficulties and imperfections, whic’ characterize 
every political system.” 


Museveni, who has been governing Uganda since the 
beginning of 1986 and who has announced presidential 
and parliamentary elections for May, rejects the official 
and direct participation of the legal parties. Herzog 
described the elections as an “acid test for the current 
state of democratizauon.” According to diplomats, the 
possible dispatch of EU election observers was not 
discussed.

On the economy, Dr. Ssemogerere promised to address 
the economic plight of the majority of Ugandans who 
live in abject poverty, observing that economic growth 
will be redirected to benefit all Ugandans. He said 
peasant farmers, those engaged in the informal sector, 
need to be trained and extension services delivery 
improved and expanded. 
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In the public sector, Dr. Ssemogerere promised issues of 
good governance: the merit system, a fair living wage, 
ransparency, and accoustability will receive the highest 
priority. He pledged to institute inquiries into the areas 
of corruption and economic crimes, abuse of office, 
abuse of power, and causes of civil strife.

The South Africans are prepared to allege that |'» 
national Robert Clyde Ivy, a former executive with 
Armscor affiliate Kentron, was an agent of the American 
Central Intelligence Agency, and that the administration 
in Washington was aware, through him, that the Iraqis 
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were being supplied with the technology for their war 
against Iran. 


The ANC complained some years ago to the United 
Nations about the Ivy case, alleging that the A’nericans 
were contravening not only the UN arms embargo but 
also Washington's Comprehensive Anti-Apartheid Act. 


The allegation calls into question the prosecution 
of Armscor on the technology export case, and also 
promises a controversy in Washington — because some 
of the shells were later fired at American troops by the 
Iragis durin, the Gulf War in 1991. 


Earlier this month, former US defence secretary Caspar 
Weinoerger urged that the prosecution be dropped. 
Remarking that South Africa had changed, Weinberger 
called the affair “an absurd, unnecessary and drr adful 
example of the abuse of prosecutorial power”. 


The South African attitude has hardened sitce the 
apparent collapse of negotiations with the US to drop the 
case. The view of the ANC-led government is thal a new 
South African administration should not be forced to 
pay for the sins of the old. This argument has succeeded 
with the UN — which recently agreed to write off 
hundreds of millions of ran¢ in contribution arrears — 
but not with the Americans. 


President Bill Clinton has the power as chief executive 
to halt or amend the prosecution. But reports from 
Washington have suggested he is wary to do se for fear 
of becoming a target for opposition Republicans as his 
re-election campaign heats up. 


Ironically, the alleged smuggling took place during a 
Republican administration. 


Government sources say Pretoria is fuming about the 
attitude of the Americans, who continue to insist that 
Armscor and its former affiliates, Kentron and Puchs 
Electronics, pay fines totalling R100 million [rands} and 
that US officials be allowed complete and unfettered 
access to all South African defence industry facilities 
for a minimum of two years to enforce “compliance” 
with US law. 


The second supulation is tantamount to an infningement 
of the sovereignty of South Africa, defence industry in- 
siders claim, and is aimed not at enforcing compliance 
with US law but rather at monitoring those innovative 
South African technologies — especially in the elec- 
tronic warfare area — that present commercial compe- 
tion tor US firms. 


SAA's [South African Airways] recent R3.5-billion deal 
to buy US- built Boeing airliners in preference to Airbus 
products from Europe did nothing to soften attitudes in 
Washington. 
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Mbeki's office is now handling the affair, with both 
Armscor and the department of foreign affairs remaining 
ught-lipped on the latest developments. 


Documents prepared by the South African and US 
legal teams handling the defence in the Armscor Seven 
case reveal that a court challenge to the validity of 
the prosecution will be the main thrust of the attack. 
The dowuments describe the case as “an unprecedented 
attempt to conduct foreign policy through the federal 
courts”. 


It will be argued that in terms of the US Foreign 
Sovereign Imm..uties Act the prosecution should be 
haited because Armscor is an organ of a foreign 
government, which is not subject to prosecution in the 
Us. 


Mbeki said: “We are prepared to go to court in order to 
make (a) submission thal sovereign entities cannot be 
brought under the American law. To change a company 
like Armscor when it is a fully government-owned entity 
violates the American criminal justice which guarantees 
sovereign lumunity.” 


As a precedent, the South Africans have the 199] 
example of the Iraqi central bank, which the US 
considered prosecuting. An inter-agency working group 
representing the treasury, the federal reserve, the export- 
import bank and the Pentagon found there was “no 
domestic or foreiga precedent for such a prosecution”. 
The US working group recommended that the Iraqis not 
be prosecuted because “we do not want to encourage 
foreign states to address complaints regarding allegedly 
criminal actions by US agencies through their courts 
rather than diplomatic channels”. 


A spokesman for the US embassy in Pretoria, Bruce 
Wharton, said his government believes that its laws 
were violated and that Armscor and its accomplices 
will have to appear in court. He confirmed that the two 
governments had discussed the matter at presidential 
level. 


He said he had no detail of Ivy and had never heard 
of him. “I think you should direct your questions to the 
federal attorney who is handling the case,” he said.

goods were imported into South Atnica. 


Specific regulations regarding removals in transit to 
“African countries” stated that where such removals 
occurred by road, goods would only leave South Africa 
through Beitbridge or Komatipoort. 


The acquittal period of all removals in transit was also 
reduced from 60 to 30 days. 


The BCG, meanwhile, said in its latest newsletter that 
Mozambique Railways and the National Railways of 
Zimbabwe were already examining ways of efficiently 
carrying the anticipated increased volumes.

Intelligence sources said it would not he correct to 
assume that the NIA was the only organisation involved 
in bugging acuvities. Anybody can buy a bug for 
a few rands, they said. ‘It is also possible that

Another source said the tracking device found in 
Hanekom's car was not available in South Africa, 
indicating this was not the work of the NIA.

“It is pointless pretending to 
give provinces powers and then giving all monetary 
discretion to central government. 


The DP favoured a slightly changed version of the 
Senate, to provide an important link between central 
and provincial government, with blocking powers over 
legislation affecting the rights of provinces. Andrew 
said the DP’s belief that provinces should get maximum 
possible powers was founded not only on principles, but 
on the realities of South Africa and the need to cater for 
its diversity. 

On the draft bill of rights, Leon said no provision had 
been made for who would interpret it, how they would 
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be appointed and how their independence would be 
guaranteed. While the party had not yet finalised its 
position on this, it was considering proposing that the 
bill of nghts could be amended by only a 75% majority. 
DP MP Dene Smuts said there had been a degree of 
back pedalling by the ANC on certain rights.

It caused me 
greater concern because one cannot describe it as just 
rhetoric but fundamental. 


A volkstaat [Afirkaner homeland) has never been ANC 
policy and they had never promised anyone a volkstaat. 
What the ANC said was a policy statement. What they 
were doing was reiterating ANC policy. Within that 
context we interpreted the words and the meaning as 
they are. 


It is not for the ANC to give us a volkstaat. It is not 
even for this government or even a future one to do 
that. Afrikaners must develop a volkstaat themselves. 
If they are not prepared to do so they will not have it. 
The government can only agree to legal framework of 
a volkstaat. 


It is therefore for the Volkstaat Council to develop 
the framework and models for the establishment of a 
volkstaat. If the government does not want to provide 
the legal framework for the development of a volkstaat 
that does not mean that the volkstaat will not happen. 


This should be seen in the same light as the National 
Party. It was not their policy to grant one-man one-vote 
to all South Africans but they did not determine whether 
the black population would get their democratic rights. 
The black population determined their political future 
themselves. 


It is therefore for Afrikaners to determine their future in 
the same vein. We would not get a present from anyone. 
People have to look at their own culture thems 'ves. 


I want to tell you that we have reached a stage where 
we know what we want the volkstaat to look like.

But it must be pointed out that our 
concept for democracy is not the same as that of the 
ANC. Our concept for democracy is not that majority 
rules. 


The views of the minority should also prevail. One 
nation (Blacks) cannot determine the other nation’s 
(Afrikaner) future. In the South African situation we 
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cannot say we are all one big nation and therefore equal 
before the law. 


Democracy means that one group should not rule over 
another. We cannot tell the Zulus what they must learn 
in school and they too can't tell our children what they 
should learn in school. That won't work. 


I do not think we should abandon our work because 
the bigger party in the country does not agree with 
the concept of a volkstaat. Negotiations are currently 
continuing. Maybe the volkstaat that the ANC sees will 
turn out not to be the same as the one that we come out 
with. 


We may come out with a solution that could recommend 
something other than a volkstaat. We can maybe talk of 
a tenth province were the Afrikaner are the majority and 
they iiave their own premier like North West and Free 
State premier's, Popo Molefe or Patrick Lekota, both 
representing different ethnic groups. 


We ask why should Soweto, with a large black popula- 
tion, rule over Pretoria where the Afrikaners are in the 
majority just because it has more two million inhabi- 
tants while Afrikaners number in the thousands. 


Pretoria was started by Afrikaners and there are thou- 
sands living here. It is unthinkable th ° you could have 
Pretoria not becoming the capital of Afrikaners. Our 
forefathers ,raves and heroes are here. 


The question that must be addressed is how to bridge 
the gap between ANC policy and Afrikaner aspirations. 
There is a bridge to these two. We are busy building 
that bridge. The bridge is possible and achievable. 


We are certain that the ANC wants to accommodate the 
Afrikaners especially those who made it possible for the 
general elections to go on smoothly. 


They prevented war. It was for this reason that the ANC 
was pleased that the top command of the Afrikaners 
took the initiate to demobilise those who readying 
themselves for a war. 


That is when you find certain sections of the Afrikaners 
still referring to General Constand Viljoen as traitor. 


Let us accommodate those people who made the 1994 
revolution happen peacefully and put everything behind 
us. If we don't do it, we are postponing the evil day. 


[Seepe] You have mentioned that the ANC was 
prepared to accommodate the Afrikaners. Why don’t 
Afrikaners become part of the larger South African 
community instead of looking at themselves as a 
separate entity? 
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(Wingard) What is wrong in dividing kwaZulu-Natal in 
half as part of it is now in Mpumalanga and the other in 
that province itself? Why is Mzimkhulu settled inside 
the borders of kwaZulu-Natal because it is still part and 


parcel of Mpumalanga? 


Why is it possible to divide Tswana-speaking people 
into various provinces but we can't do the same. All 
we are asking is why should the Afrikaner have to be 
different from other ethic groups in the country. We 
have a basic need and why can’t it be fulfilled. 


I cannot understand why Afrikaners of Pretoria should 
be ruled by Soweto. It is a question I cannot understand. 
People of Soweto are more than the Afrikaners of 
Pretoria and because of demarcation the Afrikaners find 
that their affairs have to be determined by the people 
voted in by the people of Soweto. 


The people of Soweto determine what the agricultural, 
health, school and other policies should be. In practice 
that is what they are doing. What we are saying is 
change the boundaries so that the Afrikaners can be a 
majority. 


Democracy means sometimes you win and sometimes 
you lose in the elections. We do not want to be in a 
situation where we are outvoted every time we go to the 
polls. That is not democracy but tyranny of the majority. 
I'm sure that the ANC does not have tyranny of the 
majority in mind. 

(Seepe] Why is the Volkstaat Council, and other 
people who subscribe to the idea continue to be 
opposed to the holding of a referendum? 


[Wingard] We are not opposed to a referendum. If 
Mandela wants us to go for a referendum it is fine with 
us. We are only concerned whether he will bind himself 
and accept the outcome. That is the question that he 
needs (0 answer. 


If he binds himself then it would be a fair risk to take for 
the Afrikaners. We are not talking about a referendum 
for the whites as a whole but for only Afrikaners. 


English-speaking whites have nothing to say about 
issues that affect Afrikaners. People must register and 
Clearly be identified as Afrikaners. | can guarantee that 
a million Afrikaners would be prepared to register and 
more than 80 percent would vote in favour. Nobody 
voted when they drew the provinces. Nobody was asked 
where they wanted to be. 


[Seepe] But how can Mandela and the government 
address the Afrikaner’s plight when there is so much 


disunity and fragmentation among themselves? 
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[Wingard] It is true thal there is no unity within 
the Afrikaners. But Afrikaners are united in seeing 
themselves as part of Africa. 


One should therefore not talk about agreeient on a 
Volkstaad but the issue of self-governance. People have 
different views of what a volkstaat 1s. 


[Seepe} Don’t you think last week’s gathering under 
the auspices of the Foundation for Equality before 
the Law hinders the cause of the Afrikaners in the 
country? 


[Wingard] It is strange that you should ask such a 
question. The Congress of South African Trade Unions 
(COSATU) recently threatened to call mass acuion 
unless the government reversed the issue of privatisation 
and the Congress of South African Students (COSAS) 
threatened to invade white schools unless Model C 
schools are scrapped. 


They argued that it is one language the government and 
the people understand. It is, however, not the Afrikaner 
Style to go to mass action — although they prefer to do 
things their way, 


That gathering was not mass action but an expression 
of anger. It was only a up of the anger within the 
Afrikaners. 


They were trying to call the ANC to listen to what the 
Afrikaners are feeling. 


All the Afrikaners were saying was thal everyone, 
including ANC people, must go before the Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission like everyone else. That was 
the message.

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us to decide. The executive was arrested because of our 
mandate. We therefore shall not resume work untl we 
see them released,” he said. 


He made it clear that all within the workforce will 
have to be arrested because workers’ grievances in the 
popular 27 demands have not been addressed. “There 
would be no reason to choose another executive because 
we will give them the same mandate which warrants 
arrests,” he said. 


He described the Industrial Relations (Amendment) Bill 
1994, as nonsense because it was even rejected by 
employers. 


The arrested trade unionists, Jan Sithole, Richard and 
Jabulani Nxumalo, may be charged under this Act for 
“advising or persuading people to embark on a mass 
Slay-away. 

If convicted they face 4 maximum fine of ES,000

SFTU National Coordinator, Thomas Dlamini said he 
has contacted the Deputy Commissioner of Police who 
stated that the three were detaned at the prison 


After receiving the news the workers instantly marched 
to the prison which is about two kilometres away. They 
first obtained water with which they wet their T-shirts 
In anticipation of teargas heing fired at them by police 
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However, police warned the marchers not to dare go 
there because the three were not present. The workers 
insisted and police attacked them, assaulting everyone 
they came across. 


The media was not disturbed by the assaults and the 
Pigg’s Peak Stauon Commander, Assistant Superinten- 
dent, Simon Hlophe and Senior Superintendent, Motsa 
from the headquarters were co-operative.

The non-academic staff also aban- 
doned duties at the start of the stay-away, leaving the 
institution's main kitchen closed. A notice was appar- 
ently put up by the union of non-academic staff over 
the weekend, advising students to make alternative ar- 
rangements for food supplies. 


Since Monday, students have been queuing for food 
from street vendors who have made a killing next to the 
main gate. Cooked food that would normally be ignored 
by students was eagerly bought by the hungry students. 
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Lecturers did not attend classes yesterday and most 
Students milled around the main gale stopping and 
searching incoming and outgoing vehicles. Security 
personnel also abandoned their posts, leaving bored 
Students conducting search operations. 


Earlier in the day, police patrol attempted to disperse 
the students conducting the gate searches, under the 
claim that people coming in and out of the insutuuion 
were being harassed by the exercise. But this was met 
by an uncompromising mob of students that grabbed 
anything from garden picks, axes, iron rods, bricks, 
bottles, etc. Sensing that this was going to lead to a 
big confrontation, the police patrol drove off to the 
jubilauon of the students.

Mr Sithole and Richard Nxumalo were represented by 
Mr Andreas Lukhele from Peter Dunseith's law office 
while Jabulani Nxumalo was represented by Mr Colin 
Ntiwane. 


Their appearance followed a day of anxiety and growing 
ifritation over the police's refusal to indicate where they 
were being held and what court they would appear in. 
Their lawyers were sent on a wild goose chase from 
early morning in search of their whereabouts. 


They ran from one police station to another, only to 
be snubbed by officers in each of them. Mr Donkoh 
refused to divulge the custody into which they were to 
be remanded and so did Magistrate Bwononga. 


Mr Dunseith was told by Superintendent Sihlabela at the 
Regional Headquarters that his clients were being kept 
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at Pigg’s Peak Police Station and was assured that they 
will be brought to Mbabane for the bail application. 


“He made an undertaking they will be brought here," 
related a very upset Mr Dunseith. "I waited and waited 
— nothing. When I called Mr Sihlabela at about 
11.00AM he said they were still on their way to 
Mbabane,” he said. “I later called Sihlabela and he told 
me they were being kept at Mliba Police Station and 
were due in court at 2.00PM." 


He said both Nuwane and Lukhele set off for Mliba. 
"When they got to Hhelehhele a police officer stopped 
them and informed them that the case was now to be 
held in Big Bend. They went to Big Bend but nothing 
happened there at all. They were just told to wait.” Mr 
Dunseith said the two lawyers then called the Manzini 
Regional Headquarters to find out where exactly the 
case was to be heard. 


In the meantime, Mr Dunseith continued, both Mr 
Donkoh and his deputy, Musa Nsibandze, were at 
Siphofaneni, rushing everything to have the matter 
proceeded. 


"It is clear they wanted to rush the proceedings so 
that they could finish before the lawyers got there," 
suspected Mr Dunseith, “but fortunately the president 
of the Law Society Mr Sipho Nkosi happened to be 
driving behind the car in which Jan and the others were 
being taken to Siphofaneni. Mr Nkosi then phoned Big 
Bend and told the lawyers where they were.” 


It was reported that when the lawyers finally ran into 
the Siphofaneni court, Mr Donkoh was already shuffling 
and sorting papers to argue his case. 


“Nonetheless they arrived in time for the hearing. 
Various legal objections were raised by the lawyers on 
the manner the whole thing was handled but they were 
overruled and the bail refused,” he said. 


“The attorneys were never told where the accused were 
to be remanded and I don’t know that myself. I want 
to tell you now that this is fraud. It's pathetic. I cannot 
believe the prosecution and police can treat my clients 
with such dishonesty,” Mr Dunseith said.

Five other people are admitted at the Mbabane 
Government Hospital, including two police officers who 
are believed to have been shot by demonstrators. Unless 
the violence ends, more innocent people may die and be 
injured. 


We expect the government will blame the unions. 
Likewise, unions will blame the government yet none 
of the accusations will help solve the problem unless 
we identify its source and start to work to resolve it. 


We will not solve this crisis as long as we believe in 
the lie that this is an industrial problem. That's half the 
truth; the mass stay-away is a political protest at our 
political structure which produces a confused leadership 
as expressed by the management by crisis which we see 
today. 


What do these examples show; 


— After the Ministry of Education hit a deadlock with 
teachers, it announced that schools would now re-open 
on January 30. Yet, no one apparently told the Prime 
Minister who then ordered that schools should re-open 
on the 23rd. 


— The Prime Minister then ordered that everyone 
should go to work promising them security, yet on Mon- 
day there was no transport. Even those who managed 
to get to town were chased away at the bus stations. 


— On Friday government invited union leaders to ne- 
gotiations to end the crisis; yet that same morning, the 
same government had rushed to court to seek an injunc- 
tion. Even worse, the previous day, the Prime Minister 
had signed a Gazette extra-ordinary, declaring the ac- 
tions of both the SFTU [Swaziland Federation of Trade 
Unions] and SNAT [Swaziland National Association of 
Teachers] illegal. Does this not confirm what the unions 
have said before, that government has negotiated in bad 
faith all along? 


— On Monday, a government crisis committee headed 
by the Principal Secretary of Broadcasting and Informa- 
tion was set up. They announced that transport would he 
available and police would escort buses. But yesterday 
there were no buses and no security. Instead, those who 
turned up at the Mbabane bus rank were again bombed 
with tear-gas and shot at. 
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In light of ail this, how many can seriously believe in 
the government? 


Since the crisis began, not a single government official 
has been seen on the streets to communicate government 
thinking to the public. Where it matters the most, the 
street, only the demonstrators address the public. Where 
is the government information machine? 


In a crisis like this, the most effective security is 
information. Lack of information creates a dangerous 
vacuum which endangers public lives. 


The worst strategy to resolve a crisis like this is to 
use strong arm tactics and force, like jailing the leaders 
of the demonstrators because that incites the mobs and 
invites anarchy. Yet that is exactly what the government 
has done. With the union leaders jailed, with whom will 
government negotiate now? 


For the sake of our country and the safety of its people, 
we call on the government to be seen to be acting 
in good faith. In the interests of peace, they should 
release the SFTU leaders and open genuine negotiations 
with them. Those talks should aim to identify the real 
problems behind this crisis so that a lasting solution is 
found.

{Musa} This order is by the battlefield commander of 
the RUF and the leadership. 


[Ohene] Now, Mr. Fayia Musa, who do you represent 
really? I ask this because some people have suggested 
that you no longer represent the RUF. 


{Musa, laughter] I represent the RUF. I| represent the 
RUF. The announcement I made yesterday was the 
voice of the RUF and that is why I am furthering it. That 
is why I am furthering it, and I get all my instructions 
from the battlefield of the RUF and the leadership. 


{[Ohene] Now, so this cease-fire, as it were, will last 
for only one week. Why’ Why should it last for only a 
week?’ 
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[Musa] It is going to last for one week to see how 
much business the NPRC [National Provisional Ruling 
Council] mean in terms of peace, because when we have 
a one-week truce we expect them to do something to 
prove that they actually mean peace in Sierra Leone, 
which we are sure they do. 


[Ohene}] How would Sierra Leoneans know that this is 
really the voice of the RUF? What is there, for example, 
that will indicate to them that indeed this is the cease- 
fire they've been looking for? 


[Musa] Yes, Sierra Leoneans will know that what | 
am saying is the voice of the RUF by proving it. For 
example, we want only civilian vehicles to move from 
Freetown to the provinces. Nobody will disturb them. 


[Ohene] You know, some people are suspecting that 
what you are trying to do is to try to lure Sierra 
Leoneans into some trick. 


[Musa] That is real nonsense. That is real nonsense. A 
freedom fighter is somebody who works on realities. We 
work on realities. We don’t work on bogus assumptions. 
We don't work on any bogus assumptions. We work on 
realities. It's not a trick at all. What we are saying is 
exactly what we mean. That is why we believe in action 
rather than talking. 


[Ohene] Does this mean then that the elections can 
continue as planned? 


[Musa] No. We still say no to elections. No to elections, 
because it is not yet time for elections. Let us seek 
peace first. Let us seek peace first, because it is peace 
that Sierra Leoneans need. Sierra Leoneans don't need 
politics now. It is peace and food. Sierra Leoneans need 
peace and food now, not politics. [end recording] 


So the question now is: Will the elections in Sierra 
Leone still go ahead on the 26th of next month? 
Brigadier General Bio has signed a proclamation setting 
that as the date, and the head of the electoral commission 
has rejected any idea of postponement as the RUF 
are suggesting. One man who intends to stand as 
a presidential candidate is Mohamed Sillah of the 
National Alliance for Democracy, and he told us where 
he stood on the election: 


[Begin recording] I believe that nothing should stop this 
elecuon being held. If the elections are postponed, oy! 
might cause more harm than good. Now, if the R 
really means peace for this nation, as I have said earlier, 
they are all citizens of Sierra Leone, I respect their 
position, they are fighting for a cause, they must believe 
in what they are fighting for. But I strongly believe that 
if they really mean well for this nation, they should 
contribute to the effort of the electoral process at this 
moment, because postponing the election is not going 
to augur well for the people of Sierra Leone. There is 
no reason why the elections should be postponed. [end
